EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 11, 12, 14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
taken either singularity or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claim, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
1 02 or 1 03 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed 
features as presented in independent claims 11, 12, 14, with the allowable feature 
being; wherein the three lenses are separated from one another by air gaps, and the 
lens surfaces facing the air gaps have identical radii(claim 11); wherein the optical

characteristics of the two lenses having positive power are identical(claim 12); wherein 
means are provided for detachably connecting the adapter assembly to interchangeable 
collector assemblies which have different optical characteristics(claim 14). Therefore 
claims 11, 12, 14 are allowed.
